Mr, Knox will be informed that the 
amount paid was correct and a refund 
cannot be allowed. 

Jas. A. Henderson & Co. reported 
that they have completed the audit 
of the city’s books to June 30th., and 
found everything in order. The re- 
port was received and an account of 
$67.75 was passed for payment. 

Odell & Russell reported regarding 
the court of appeal against the city 
assessment, enclosing account for wit- 
ness fees. The report was referred 
to the finance committee. 

The MacKachern Milling Co. Ltd., 
and the Alberta Pacific Grain Co. Ltd. 
wrote respecting their assessment, 
The Ietters were ordered filed. 

The finance committee reported in 
connection with appeals to the dis- 
trict court—that they had made a 
settlement of R. M. Angus’ appeal by 
reducing assessment on old garage 
site from $4500 to $3500, and at resi- 
dence from $750 to $650; MacHachern 
Milling Co. Ltd., on mill from $12,600 
to $10,000; and on Alberta Pacific Co.

IMPROVEMENT IS 
SHOWN IN CROPS 


(Special to The Times) 

Winnipeg, Aug. 25.—Unsettled and 
scattered showers prevailed over the 
three prairie provinces during the 
early part of last week with heavier 
rainfall in Saskatchewan, according 
to the weekly crop report of the agri- 
cultural department of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Weather during the 
past four days has been moderately 
warm in the west,.and if these ideal 
conditions prevail, the crop will be 
greatly enhanced in all three pro- 
yinces, the report states. There is a 
decided improvement in all crops; 
some apprehension was caused re- 
specting damage by frost which was 
found to be unimportant in relation 
to the general situation. Live stock 
receipts at the various stock yards 
continue heavy, many are unloading 
from the drier areas where feed is 
scarce. Prices are steady, the report 
says, with a demand for better class 
cattle. Pastures are much improved 
generally by the rains of the past two 
week, though feed will be scarce in 
some areas. 

Harvesters are arriving daily in 
large numbers from the east, and will 
be augmented by the services of hun- 
dreds of farmers from the drought 
areas, and the latter, it is expected, 
with their experience, will prove ex- 
cellent help. 

Manitoba—Ripening weather has 
followed scattered showers early in 
the week and there is a marked im- 
provement in all crops on the whole. 
The province gives good promise and

Saskatchewan—Cool weather with 
heavy rains has prevailed in this pro- 
vince but is now moderating and con- 
ditions have improved. Rains have 
so helped crops in the central and 
northern parts which suffered drought 
that many will be garnered which pre- 
viously has been considered as past 
redemption, and with favorable wea- 
ther later some grain may yet pro- 
duce a fair crop. Over the greater 
part of the southern part of the pro- 
vince a good yield is anticipated, and 
cutting should be general this week. 

Alberta—There is not much change 
in the general situation. (Wheat cut- 
ting has begun in a few places, and if 
the weather continues warm, will be 
general about the end of the month 
in southern and central districts, and 
a week later in the north, On the 
B.D. & B.C. railway cutting operations 
have been hampered by rains, but 
conditions are now more favorable 
and cutting will be general in about 
a week, 

In British Columbia, refreshing and 
much needed rains occurred over the 
most of the province. Ripening in 
nearly every instance is two or three 
weeks earlier than normal,

ticular attention. In fact it calls for 
a good deal more attention than it 
has yet received or seems presently 
likely to receive. It is the ‘sow this- 
tle’. It is a horticultural immigrant. 
It came here from Manitoba, or other 
infected parts of the continent, prob- 
ably in bales of imported hay. The 
loca Iconditions seem to be admirably 
suited to its needs. It has taken root, 
literally and metaphorically, and is 
now a greater menace than all other 
weeds, native and imported. It is to 
be found growing in city gardens,” 
along streets and roadways, on farms 
and occasionally on wild lands. 


Where a seed of the sow thistle is 
dropped, there it grows, seemingly 
regardless of the kind of soil. The 
plant produces seeds which are car- 
ried by the winds to great distances. 
It also grows new plants from the 
roots. Its eradication is thus a mat- 
ter of extreme difficulty. Merely cut- 
ting it year after year accomplishes 
nothing, for a new crop springs up 
from the roots. The roots drive deep- 
ly into the soil and cannot be got rid 
of by plowing, unless it be a long con- 
tinued course of intensive cultivation. 
In fact, how to get rid of the weed 
is as yet an unsolved problem, save 
by methods too costly to be practice: 
able, Where the sow thistle grows, 
other crops cannot grow, It tends to 
Occupy the soil completely, as well 
as to. spread. It is-even claimed 
that it seems to pcison the land and 

|thus prevent™ other plants growing. 

In any ecyent, if allowed to develop 
it so thoroughly takes possession of 
the soil in a few years that there fs 
no room for other plants. The thistle 
is useless for fodder or any other 
known purpose. 


As to the results of neglect: In Min- 
nesota, the Dakotas, and Manitoba, 
there are large tracts in which once 
productive land has been made absol- 
utely valueless, because it would cost 
more to get rid of the sow thistle 
than the cleaned land would be worth.

Unless otherwise ordered, he will await the 
Sahib’s return and help pull off his boots and 
clothes. Perhaps this is a relic of the old “John 
Company” days, when the Sahib came back of an 
evening carrying more than a necessary dose of 
brandy pawnee; at any rate the old-fashioned ser- 
vant still expeets to unlace his master’s bvots 

It is, however, unnecessary to do what one’s ser- 
vant expects. But to be without a servant in India 
would be impossible. For a ten-day trip each mar- 
ried couple and every two or three bachelors will 
find it desirable to have an attendant, 

A word as to their treatment: Many of these ser- 
yants are excellent and trustworthy men; but the 
idea of “liberty, equality, fraternity” is abhorent to 
them, The tourist who is condescending enough to 
show them any sort of brotherly love will be merely 
snubbed for his pains, for the relations of master and 


man have been established since immemorial time

The average compartment on the Indian railways 
is nearly twice the size of the American drawing 
room ear. Two couches run along its length on either 
side, under the windows, At the foot of each there 
is door-space and an armehair, Above the couches 
are two more berths, to be let down at night as 
occasion requires.

the servants of the other passengers; if there hap- 
pen to be four travellers in a compartment, each 
with a servant and with the articles of baggage 
enumerated above, the routine of shaving and dress- 
ing is apt to resemble a film comedy. : 

One compartment on the train, or sometimes more, 
is reserved for ladies traveling alone. A whole com- 
parpment can always be reserved by paying for four 
first class seats. Considering the accommodation 
provided, travel is not expensive in India, A first 
class fare from Bombay to Delhi costs about $35. 

The day passes quickly on the train, for the 
plains of India, having been cultivated for untold 
ages, hold more of interest than similar places in 
other parts of the world, which have not been lived 
in so long. The diversity of types to be seen at the 
wayside stations is truly amazing. ; ; 

Twilight, Dinner-time. The teeming plains of 
India still unroll before you. 

You return to your carraige, where your bed has 
been laid out on one of the sofas. With a novel and 
a bedside light, you while away a few more hours, 
reading, smoking, watching the dim villages, shorn 
of their dirt and deerepitude, and invested with a 
certain magie in the moonlight.

The west asks for the privileges to 
live. ‘This is the cry of the farmers 
today, They want to be placed where 
they can carry on their industry with 
a reasonable assurance that labor 
will not be in vain in what they start 
to produce. In opening our land in 
the-west there has heen too much of 
a haphazard policy in attracting set- 
tlers and placing them on locations 
where it is a case of sink or swim. 
We are learning the inutility and the 
foolishness of this haphazard policy 
with the bitter experience of today. 
It suggests its own remedy in making 
provision, either by change of loca- 
tion or by the furnishing of irrigation 
facilities, so that the farmer has a 
decent chance of making a_ living. 
This is a national problem as much 
as it is farmer’s problem. We have 
been brought to a situation where this 
forces itself upon us. 


Had there been a little more cireum- 
spection, a little more care, some- 
thing beyond bringing in settlers, in 
choosing the locations for them, we 
today in the province would have been 
a thousand times better off. We 
should have at least had considerably 
more people than we have today in 
retaining those who have come to 
us. “What is more, we should have 
had a contented people. There is 
still time to remedy this. Opportunity 
today knocks at the door. 


Give the farmer an opportunity to 
produce. But this is not all. Give 
him the means of producing at a pro- 
fit, with the cost of the implements 
of production reduced to a minimum, 
so that he can receive to the full the 
benefits of his labor. But even this 
is not all. The farmer needs a mar- 
ket for his produce, with reasonable 
freight rates for his produce for this 
market. In this we cannot afford to 
have it all our own way. If we ex- 
pect markets for what we produce we 
must afford markets for the goods of 
others. Protection will never afford 
these. It matters not where the mar- 
kets are as long as they provide the| 
facilities for absorbing what we pro-| 
duce. We have to get away from the | 
beaten path, divest ourselves of old; 
notions, making our own conditions 
a guidance; not led astray by false | 
lights. We should follow a policy of 
initiation and enterprise with the wis- 
dom that experience has brought us 
after having been dearly paid for.— 
Lethbridge Herald. 


SHOOTING SEASON 


TO PREVENT WAR 
NOW COMPLETED 


Geneva, Aug. 25.—With a view to 
a general repudiation of the draft 
pact for mutual assistance, the dis- 
armament section of the league of na- 
tions has decided upon an outline of 
a new tentative project which  pro- 
vides that any member of the league 
may call the attention of the council 
to the existence of danger of war in 
some designated region, whereupon 
the council will meet for an immed- 
jate investigation, 


If the council finds that danger jac- 
tually exists it will invite the affect- 
ed countries to withdraw their armies 
50 to 100 miles from the frontier, to 
order the stoppage of all aviation, to 
cease all war preparations and mu- 
tually to agree to submit the question 
in dispute to the world court of jus- 
tice or some arbitration tribuyal. A 
nation refusing to submit such dis- 
pute will be regarded as an aggressor 
nation and the other world powers 
signing the pact would prepare to mo- 
bilize against the offender. 

Disarmament and security will be 
the two great subjects of debate in 
the forthcoming assembly.

The coming shooting season prom- 
ises to be one of the most success- 
ful from the point of view of game 
plentifulness in Alberta. Reports 
from all portions of Alberta indicate 
that there will be an abundance of 
both prairie chicken and _ partridge. 
Farmers are complaining bitterly of 
the havoc wrought by the partridge 
and suggestions have been made that 
representations be made to the goy- 
ernment to prolong the season and to 
lift the “bag” limit. 


The partridge is stated to he the 
worst offender in damaging crops and 
gardens, and there is not the least 
doubt that this bird {s very plentiful 
this season. Reports that the coveys 
are extremely plentiful and that they 
are also large is having the effect 
of stimulating the gun repair indus- 
try, and a great many guns that were 
put away at the close of the shooting 
season last year are now being dug 
out for overhaul. 

Already several partics have been 
arranged for the opening day, and 
September 15 will open to the sound 
of shot guns throughout the province. 


Duck shooting will not be general 
over the province until the birds 
have had some time on the stubble, 
as sportsmen do not consider they are 
really at their best until the end of 
September or the first week in Oc- 
tober. That the duck shooting will be 
excellent this fall is borne out by re- 
ports coming from the north, which 
state that already the ducks and the 
geese are flighting southward, and are 
not stopping over at their usual halt- 
ing places but are coming direct to 
the lower water regions. The effect 
of this will be that the ducks will be 
in better condition at a much earlier 
date this year, 


8,600 HARVESTERS 
PASS BY MANITOBA 


Winnipeg, Aug. 24.—More than 10,- 
000 harvesters from eastern Canada 
passed through Monitoba during the 
week-end en route to the wheat fields 
of the western provinces. The ma- 
jority proceeded without any delay to 
points in Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
but about 1,400 will be allotted to

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THE MOST LAWLESS 
NATION ON EARTH 


Tor two decades American jurists, 
criminologists and others have been 
discussing in a leisurely way the ques- 
tion of American lawlessness, Many 
suggestions have heen brought forth, 
but little has been done to remedy an 
amazing and discreditable state of af- 
fairs. 

A few days ago a capable judge of 
one of New York’s courts, in welcom- 
ing to the criminal bench a new ap- 
pointee, said to him that it would be 
his painful duty to deal with many 
young lawbreakers, to face grave 
problems and to be oppressed by con- 
stant evidence that America ‘must 
plead guilty to the charge of being 
“the most lawless nation on earth.” 

If America, despite twenty years of 
discussion of the problem of crime, 
remains the most lawless nation on 
earth, judges, lawyers, educators, 
practical sociologists and others 
should attack that problem with re- 
doubled energy and with a determina- 
tion to find a solution, 

Perhaps this country is attempting 
too much in the way of unnecessary, 
futile regulation and thus is breeding 
lawlessness, Perhaps its legislative 
mills work too hard and continuous- 
ly, and public opinion is not really 
consulted in the framing and enaet- 
ment of restrictive legislation. Per- 
haps the United States pays too little 
attention to the enforcement of stat- 
utes, relying upon the naive assump- 
tion that to pass laws is enough. 

Certainly the administration of jus- 
tice is inefficient, clumsy, uncertain 
and erratic. Law and procedure have 
long needed revision, but the public 
has shown little interest in the matter 
and there are too many selfish, short- 


ee 


sighted lawyers in the legislatures 
who obstruct and defeat proposed re- 
forms. There are too many courts, 
too many political judges, too little 
effective control of judicial work and 
to much toleration of dilatory and 
pettifogging tactics. 

If the question of lawlessness is at-| f 
tacked in earnest a constructive pro- 
gram will be worked out. The recent 
proposal of a standard criminal code 
is excellent. Other conerete sugges- 
tions will emerge. The primary need 
is a will to force appropriate and 
effective reform in the administration 
of law and justice—Chicago Daily 
News,

Along the sides of the canyon 
are huge pot-holes, testifying to the 
velocity of the water and its eros- 
ive quality during the centuries. 
Near the top are great dents in the 
rock worn smooth and now covered 
with moss, and on shelves of rock 
fifty feet or so below the surface 
are evergreens fighting >for life 
with barely a foothold in the rock, 


Plainly discernible from the rus- 
tic bridges built across the can- 
yon so that the falls and river be- 
low may be viewed with safety, are 
stretches of rock wall beautifully 
vari-colored, and where the river 
cannot be seen in the dark cavern 
below it sends its rumbling mes- 
sage to the top.

During the night of June 18th a 
very unusual occurrence took place 
when an officer of the ship was oper: 
ated upon for appendicitis by three 
medieal men who accompanied our 
party, The ship slowed down some- 
what, and the operation was success- 
ful, 

On Sunday, June 15th, a very fine 
service was conducted by Rey. Canon 
Moore, who is the editor of The News, 
St. Johns, Que. 

A concert arranged by the ship's 
company was given on the evening of 
the 17th, the proceeds to be used for 
the support of the Seamen's Ohphans 
Home at Liverpool, England. The 
manager of the Newspaper Associa- 
tion was the chairman. The concert 
splendid and the collection 
The sea 
became somewhat rough that night, 
the passengers having their first real 
taste of a “blow” at sea. Waves broke 
over the steerage deck, and the ves- 
sel heaved and tossed. Some were 
afraid to go to bed, and in the morn- 
ing dressing quite difficult. 
Small groups assembled in the shel- 
tered spots to watch the rolling of the 
waves, ‘It was one of the most mag- 
nificient sights ever seen by many, 
and it was freely admitted that no 
artist's brush could paint the storm 
as we observed and enjoyed it that 
forenoon, The dishes slid around the 
breakfast table and made the meal 
exceedingly interesting. The wind 
calmed down after a few hours and 
as we came out of the storm three 
French trawlers were encountered. 

In the evening, a committee — of 
press men issued a little newspaper, 
called “The Melita Surprise’. It proy- 
ed very interesting reading, as a 
little humorous skit was made about 
many members of the party. 

On the morning of the 19th, the 
French coast line became visible, and 
it was truly a weleme sight, especial- 
ly to those who had been seasick. 
About two o'clock the Melita came 
into Cherbourg, and a_ pilot came 
aboard, Later a lighter came along- 
side and removed a number of pas- 
sengers who were going direct to 
Paris. The stay at this port was 
brief, and we were soon on our way. 

The passage to Southampton was 
ideal. The sun shone brightly and the 
water was as smooth as glass. We 
were soon passing between the Isle 
of Wight and the mainland, and the 
first sight that impressed us was the 
wonderful chalk cliffs, standing out 
like rugged stone monuments gleam- 
ing in the sun, their bases covered 
with vivid green moss. The Nee- 
dles are the cliffs standing out so 
clearly at the end. On the starboard 
is the Isle of Wight with its ivy clad 
homes and magnificient trees, and on 
the port side is the New Forest.. We 
passed Cowes, where hidden away 
back in the trees is Osborne Castle, 
its gray towers only visible. Here 
Queen Victoria was wont to spend a 
part of every year, Tt has been given

the country. This proved to be a 
very interesting trip as Southampton 
has such a great deal of historical 
interest. Much of the old city wall 
still stands. The city had four gates 
in the days when it was first built 
by the Normans. We passed through 
Bargate and saw along here the re- 
mains of the old wall, with gates in 
it showing where the old dungeons 
were located, Over the wall the Ro- 
mans were wont to pour burning pitch 
down. on the heads of any enemies 
who ventured too close. We motored 
over the old Roman road to the New 
Forest, which William the Conqueror 
had planted on land he laid waste, and 
which was kept for the Crown. The 
drive was unique to us as we had 
never seen the old world before. 
Here we passed along narrow wind- 
ing streets, past ale houses with an- 
cient swinging signs, lamp posts, 
quaint cottages with well-tirmmed 
hedges of laurel and thorns, gorgeous 
clumps of rhodctien@rons of every im- 
aginable hue, and dear little thatched 
cottages making one recall the lines 
“Oh give me lowly thatched 
cottage again.” 
and roses—oh, such a profusion of 
them growing everywhere!

We passed well kept parks, a mon- 
ument to the Lusitania disaster, and 
a cenotaph to the dead in Flanders. 
In reviewing the history of Southamp- 
ton, we find it has been the occasion 
of many royal visits. As far back as 
990 Canute sat on the foreshore with 
his courtiers and forbade the further 
advance of the tide. Caesar landed 
here with his troops when he came 
to conquer England. Henry V made 
Southampton the rendezvous for his 
wars with France. While here he 
discovered a conspiracy against him 
headed by his cousin Richard, Earl 
of Cambridge, which resulted in the 
beheading of Richard. This gruesome 
event took place oustide the Bargate. 
In 1837 Queen Victoria and Prince Al- 
bert paid a visit to the town. King 
Edward, then Prince of Wales, was 
received here on his wedding day. 
On June 27th of this year, the Prince 
of Wales formally opened the new 
60,000 ton floating dry dock, which is 
the largest of its kind in the world. 


Early in the morning the Melita en- 
tered the mouth of the Scheldt river 
and after much twisting and manoeu- 
vering finally cast anchor at Antwerp. 
All were up early to partake of break- 
fast with the Burgomaster of the city 
and his colleagues, who came on 
board to greet our party. We soon 
made the acquaintance of Messrs. 
Gill, publicity agent of the C.P.R. at 
London, and Plummer, of Brussels, 
and Waugh, of Antwerp, who, along 
with Mr. Blakeley, Canadian trade 
commissioner at Brussels, received us 
in a most friendly manner, and did 
much to make our brief stay on the 
continent as enjoyable as possible. 


Leaving the boat, we walked over 
cobblestone streets to the Hotel de 
Ville (city hall) where we were of- 
ficially welcomed by the burgomaster 
(mayor), The hotel de ville is a very 
fine building, its walls being covered 
with fine paintings done by French 
and Belgian artists. We were shown 
through some of the rooms, in. one of 
which a wedding was taking place— 
or at least it would as soon as the 
3urgomaster concluded our reception. 
In Belgium every couple must have 
two marriage cermonies, a civil one 
and a religious one—showing how co- 
related the church and state are in 
Belgium.

In 1612 “The Elevation of the 
Cross" was painted. This picture met 
with a serious accident. It fell to 
the floor and damaged the canvas in 
the lower left hand corner, Reubens 
had his pupil repaint that part, and 
he put in Reuben’s dog. 


There is also a wonderful head of 
Christ painted on white marble. It 
is not large but is very beautiful 
work,

HEALTH EDUCATION 


AND THE PEOPLE| 


How to be healthy and how to keep 
healthy is a problem that looms large- 
ly before every person in ~vyhose care 
is placed a family of children large or 
small. In the changed condition of 
modern life parents have not always 
been successful in adjusting their 
homes to the new environments of 
today. At least that is what the doc- 
tors and health workers tell us and 
they are the people who ought to 
know. At the annual meeting of the 
American Medical Association, Chi- 
cago, Dr. C. W.. Newell blames _ this 
“generation of jazz” for the increase 
in the prevalence of disease. Has 
the home as a health centre met the 
situation? The concensus of opinion 
seems to be that it has failed lament- 
ably to do its duty by the coming gen- 
eration. Dr. Emmett Holt, who was 
one of the foremost medical men at 
Columbia University, where he was 
professor of children’s diseases, in a 
pamphlet about the health edueation 
of children, which was written for the 
International Journal of Publie Health 
gives two reasons for the lamentable 
failure as he calls it of the health 
teaching of the home. First the par- 
ents themselves, he says, are ignorant 
in regard to the matters that underlie ; 
healthy growth. Secondly there is 
the complete breakdown of the disci- 
pline or authority of the home. And 
again, health teaching has been too 
abstract, the doctor thinks, too theor- 
etical and not linked up with practical | 


medical man. In the face of such’ 
charges, in view of a declining birth. | 
rate and a high death rate let us ask) 
what is being done by organized ef- | 
fort to counteract the hectic pace | 
of human life teday?

ALBERTA SHOWS AN 
IN NUMB 
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INCREASE _ 
ER OF DAIRY CATTLE 


Figures are now available showing 
the activities in the livestock indus- 
try throughout Canada for the year 
1923, the value of the herds, and the 
distribution of cattle throughout the 
provinces. There is a decline in the 
number of stock throughout Canada 
of 473,638, and a total decline of value 
of $19,109,000. 

There is a considerable drop in the 
number of cattle on farms and ranches 
in Alberta in 1923 over the year 1922, 
but the table shows there is consider- 
able increase in the number of milch 
cows being used throughout the pro- 
vince. ; 

There was an actual decrease of 
132,318 head of cattle throughout Al- 
berta for 1923, but the value of the 
cattle held on Alberta farms has ap- 
preciated by $193,000 over the total 
value of 1922, The value of Alberta 
cattle has increased in the case of 
milch cows, on the average one dol- 
lar per head, and in all other cattle 


‘two dollars per head. 


Shipments of cattle to the stock 
yards at Calgary and Edmonton 
show a considerable falling off, the 
decrease registered excluding calves 


are, Calgary, 12,250, and Edmonton, 


23,509. There is also a falling off in 
the number of calves marketed 
through this medium, and Calgary 


registers a decrease of 4,975, and Ed- 


monton 2,553. Only one stock yard 


registered at Toronto.

A rich strike of silver lead ore 
has been made on Galena Hill, Yu- 
kon Territory. One vein is eigh- 
teen feet in width and shows 70 
per cent lead with 80 to 50 ounces 
of silver. Several big mining inter- 
ests are reported as active in this 
area. 


The manufacture of wooden 
boxes is an important industry in 
British Columbia. There are 25 
box-making plants in the province, 
representing a capital of between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000, about 
1,200 employees and an annual pay- 
roll of not less than $1,250,000.

Here and There 


Summer fishing commenced on 
Lesser Slave Lake on July 28th and 
will close September 30th. Opera- 
tors have been limited to a catch 
of 1,500,000 pounds of whitefish but 
no limit has been placed on pickerel 
and jack fish, as the market for 
these varieties is restricted. Four 
fish companies are operating this 
summer and will ship to Chicago via 
Dominion Express. 


Imports of Canadian produce ana 
manufacture into Australia re- 
ceived during the year ended June 
30th, 1924, amounted in value to 
£5,064,253, an expansion of £1,899,- 
803 over the previous year. 
the largest volume of trade yet re- 
corded between Canada and Aus- 
tralia. The greatest increase was 
in motor chassis though a good 
volume of trade was also done in 
rubber goods, boots and shoes. 

What is claimed to be a world’s 
record for relaying rails was estab- 
lished by a crew of men on the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway, in the New 
Brunswick district recently. In two 
days the 220 men in the gang tore 
up 29.7 miles of old 85-lb. rails and 
replaced them with new. All avail- 
able data states that the former 
Canadian record was 11.7 miles, 
which exceeds that established in 
the United States. 


The “Empress of Scotland,” one 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway's 
finest liners, docked at Quebec on 
August 8th with a passenger list 
crowded with important names. 
Among them were Lord Beaver- 
brook, the Canadian financier, Ed- 
ward W. Bok, editor of the Ladies’

best plan tending to maintain world 
peace created so much interest re- 
cently, and E. W. Beatty, K.C,, 
Chairman and President, Canadian 

i Pacifie Railway.
